Fither a dendlock or a passage of the
tarif without the elastic features will,
it {8 believed by the Democrats, accrue
to the advantage of themseclves,

The most moderate of the elastic pro-
vislons I8 the committee amendment
known a8 315 A, which provides that
the President may raise or lower rates
fixed in the bfll to the extent of 30

er cent. This provision patisfies Mr.
Jdge. but it does not go far enou‘h to
satisfy Mr. Jones, Senator Frellng-
hussen would also strengthen the Tar-

Poindexter will ald him in accomplish-
ing this,

But the fote of the bill will remain
fn doubt until the final vote is token
after the conference committees of both
houses liave made thelr report. About
chuneces of delay are enormous, _About
1500 amendments remain to be disposed
of. DProgress is slow. Opinion is
divided., No open fillbustering is neces-
gary to delay the measure until it be-
comes impossible to reach a vote before
election.

The I'»moerats wish to avoid the re-
gponsibility for filbustering the bill to
death. '

Prospects of Passage Dim

lation never looked dimmer than they
do on the eve of the conference between
the Senate leaders and the President.
